^ E R M A N Y has been check ed around Amiens, but her attack has sp read 


to the north and the entire British front seems to be destined for heav y 
fighting 
This indicates th at the Teutonic p lan of camp aign Is not only to 
break through the allied p ositions, but failing in this, to so weak en the 
British arm y by long continued assaults as to leav e the Teutons free for 


action against the newly arriv ing Americans. 
In other words, if Germany cannot win before A m erica arriv es she can 
win after that, o nly in one ev ent, th a t th e B ritish and French arm ies are 
so weakened as to be incap able of serious fighting when the Am ericans 
attack. 
It is gratifying to see that while great gains in terrain hav e been 
made, the British front is intact, the home front m aintains its confidence 
and that French, British and American troop s are ready to assist each other 


wherev er the foe attack s. 
To o much im p ortance cannot be giv en to two things, the ap p ointm ent 
o f a supreme com m ander and the disp atch of A m erican troop s to fill up 
gaps in British and French commands. 
As Lloyd George declared the k aiser 
to ld King Constantine, in referring to th e w estern fighting, “ I shall beat 
them, fo r they hav e no united com m and.” 
T h at adv antage is no m ore with 


Germany . 
Ano ther statem ent of the British p rem ier lends confidence to the situ a­ 
tio n. 
In the last of Jan u ary the British staff p redicted th a t th e Germ ans 
wo uld attack the British on a “ v ery wide fron t, and th a t it would be an 
attack o n the widest front ev er yet assailed,” an d th a t attack ‘would come 
so uth o f Arras,” and it was also stated by th e m ilitary leaders of Great 
Britain that the enemy m ight succeed “ to th e extent of p enetrating the 
British line to the extent of half the distance of the fron t attack . 
These were remarkable statem ents, destined to p rov e exactly true, and 
it demo nstrates clearly th a t th e British general staff is on a p ar with the 
German staff, and 
th a t furtherm ore, no great surp rise was effected by the 
initial German success. 
The fact th a t G eneral Foch, up to this time, has 
carefully held up his reserv es indicates th a t th e situation is not yet critical, 


and the time fo r an allied counter-attack has not yet arriv ed. 
Co nfidence in the failure of th e G erm ans in the west continues u n ­ 
bo unded, and the allies should be stronger today th a n when the Germ an 
assault began, which 
is mo re th an can be said fo r our enem ies.— Freep ort

Business Metho ds fo r Co ngress 
IT is uphill wo rk trying to get congress to adop t a budget system, as p riv ate 
business do es. 
In its last session, m ak ing ap p rop riations for the p resent 
fiscal y ear, co ngress guessed wrong to the extent of $5,000,000,000, or about 


4 0 per cent. 
No wo nder, co nsidering the chaotic m ethods used. 
Rep resentativ e 
MetMll McCo rmick o f Illinois, telling of the existing ap p rop riation m a­ 
chinery , po ints out th a t there are ten adm inistrativ e dep artm ents each of 
which prepares its annual 
estim ates of exp enditure w ithout any regard to 
to the estimates o f the other dep artm ents, w ithout regard to any well- 
o rdered sy stem o f finance, and in total disregard of the gov ernm ent’s p rob­ 


able inco me. 
These ten conflicting estim ates are deliv ered ov er to tw enty-nine dif­ 
ferent com m ittees consisting of 300 men In the two houses of congress, each 
co mmittee considering its assigned work and subm itting its rep ort w ithout 
kno wing what any other com m ittee is doing. 
And then congress as a whole, 
receiv ing the rep orts in bulk , with little k now ledge or understanding of the 


items, accep ts or rejects them blindly. 
Mr. McCormick adv ocates a budget p lan by which th e secretary of the 
treasury wo uld be chief budget m ak er, coordinating the estim ates of the 
ten ex ecutiv e dep artm ents. 
Congress would thus be giv en one consolidated 
estimate of the gov ernm ent’s total exp ense, rev iewed and ap p rov ed by the 
president, and could then tak e up its ap p rop riation w ork intelligently. 
As a part o f the p lan, th ere would be a single budget com m ittee in each 
chamber instead o f the m any com m ittees th a t now div ide the work , and a 
permanent audito r general ready to ap p ly his exp ert sk ill to the untangling 


of any difficult p roblem . 
This p lan would substitute scientific business m ethods for blind guess­ 


ing. 
It would sav e congress m uch tim e and sav e the country hundreds of 
millio ns of dollars. 
It would help to p ut congress itself w here it ought to 
hav e been p ut long ago— on a w ar basis. 
It has been long recognized as 


desirable for w ar or p eace.

Good Rice Crops Grown In Abundant 
Moisture and Region Is Noted 
for Good Cattle. 


Sylhot Is a city in the most curious 
p art of India—the great, low lying, 
jungly, flooded, tea and rice districts 
of the far Southeast. 
Sylhet tea Is 
known all ov er the p eninsula. 
So low do these regions lie that the 
heav y rains of the rainy season result 
in their being flood <1 ' r many months 
of the year. Thor ,-,k iar Inland, after 
the rains this is literally a sea, where 
nil trav el is by boat and ev en ship s of 
some size can nav igate. 
The torren­ 
tial downp ours flood the lower p arts of 
the country to a dep th of many feet. 
There is one little v illage at the base 
of the Khasia hills which had a meas­ 
ured rainfall of 60 feet In one year, 
an exchange says. 
The v illages of this curious district 
about Sylhet are set on the crest of 
hills. After the rnlns fall they are Is­ 
lands; 
The p eop le are v ery exp ert 
boatmen and the children can swim 
almost as soon as they can walk. 
This is p robably the only p art of In­ 
dia where the canoe Is in use. A craft 
not unlike the American is manufac­ 
tured by hollowing out a tree trunk 
v ery thin. 
Larger canoes, p rop elled 
by 20 p addles, are made in the same 
way, and canoe racing Is one of the 
p rincip al sp orts. 
The v illagers of these island v illages 
keep diminutiv e cattle which they feed 
largely on marsh grasses cut from 
boats. As a result of abundant feed 
and lack of exercise, the cows grow 
fat and sleek to a degree unusual 
among the lean Indian cattle. 
Their 
milk, butter and cheese are known as 
delicacies in the nearby cities. These 
same v illages raise unusually fine rice, 
by p lanting before the rains begin. 
As the country ks flooded, the stalks 
of the rice grow with the rising sur­ 
face of the .waters, so that rice stalks 
ten feet long may be seen when the 
floods recede.

Taking Oil Stains From Concrete. 
It has been found that oil stains on 
concrete floors may be remov ed by 
using a mixture of one p ound of oxalic 
acid in three gallons of water, with 
enough wheat flour added to make a 
p aste that can be ap p lied with a brush. 
Allow the ap p lication to remain f<ir 
two days, and then remov e it with 
clean water and n scrubbing brush. A 
second ap p lication may be necessary 
in stubborn cases.

The discov ery of cork for stop p ers 
is ascribed to the monk Don Porignon, 
who managed the cellars of the abbey 
of ITaut Villiers in 167 5. One day he 
ran short of the usual stop p ering, 
which was p ads of hemp or cloth 
steep ed Ln oil, and being something of 
a botanist, he had noticed that the out­ 
er layer of the bark of certain sp eeles 
of the oak tree was o f comp arativ ely 
soft wood. He p rocured some of this 
p orous material and shap ed it so that 
it would fit Into some p artially fer­ 
mented bottles of wine. 
Later on op ening the bottles he 
found that the effect of the confined 
carbonic acid gas which this new stop ­ 
p er did not allow to escap e acted on 
the wine so as to make it efferv esce. 
From then on for a long time it was 
sup p osed that this p henomena was due 
to the action of the cork on the wine, 
and efferv escing or hissing wine be­ 
came the race. 
Enterp rising mer­ 
chants saw the p ossibilities of this 
wood, and they Introduced it for gen­ 
eral p urp oses as stop p ers.
